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DELINEATION OF INFIDELITY. 


BMxiract from an excellent Sermon, delivered before the convention of thie 
- Protestant Episcopal Church, in the State of Pennsylvania, by the Key. 
Frederick Beasly, D.D. Prevost of the University of Pennsylvania. 

“Infidelity is the true antichrist, of which all other antichrists are bui 
sounterparts. Ever since the days of old Celsus, and even from the apos- 
tolic age, it has existed in the church of Christ, but has never until of late} 
been completely unveiled. Injidelity is that power which maintains a firm 
perpetual league withthe grand adversary of God and man. Like him, an 
apostate spirit fallen from its primitive dignity, it wages incessant war a 
gainst heaven and all holy things. ‘To accomplish its plens of hostility 
against Christ and his heavenly kingdoi, it has had recourse to number 
less stratagems. Someiimes it has essayed secret]y to undermine the holy 
religion of the Saviour; at other times, it has assailedit with open violence 
Sometimes it has assumed the form of an angel of light, and under thiz 
disguise gained adinission among the hosts of the Lord, and tried to seduce 
them from their allegiance and duty to him; other times appearing in his 
genuine shape, as an angel of darkness, has spit against thei its bitterest 
venom. But if you wish to sea disclosed the dee malignity of intidelity, 
and those secret designs by which it is always actucted, altho’ sometimes 
it dares not openly avowthem, you must trace its footsteps threugh the con 
tinent of Europe in recent times. There it has exhibited its real charac- 
ter, there developed its baleful fruits. And what is infidelity or the true 
antichrist, is there disclosed ta view, rising ovt of the rank and venomous 
bosom of the modern school! At one time it is a demon, vhich,not con 
tented with tearing from their foundations all the sacred establishments of 
the world, would wage impious war against the government of Crod, would 
demolish his awful throne, and strike him from the universe ; at anether 
time, itis a Moloch, delighting in tho blood of the saints, immolating hu- 
man victims to sate its cruel appetite. Ji waiks perpetually to and fio on 
the earth, the most active spiritt nt co-operates with the prince of darkness, 
in effecting his purpeses of ruin. Temples, altars, sacrifices, all sacred in- 
stitutions, are the objects of its irreconcilable hatred. ‘hese it pursues 
with exterminating virulence. Itenters with deadly intent also within the 
precinets of civil society. It would sever tie strongest bonds which con 
nect mankind together. Its progress there has been marked with revolu. 
dions, with anarchy, and with blood. A missionary from the dominions of 
chaos and ancient night, it would restere their contused and tumultvous 
reicn. Nor does infidelity here stopits course. Like a malignant genius, 
it essays to extend its sway into the bosom of man, and disturb its peace. 
It would extinguish all his hopes, blast his best prospects, and dry up all the 
fountains of his comfort. It sounds its raven voice ever the bed of the suf- 
Serer, the knell to all his expectations of succor. Whilst with one hand, it 
would wrest from the mouth of man the purest cups of his enjoyment, with 
the other it would pour out those vials, that would give tenfold bitterness 
to his sorrows. The poor it would render hopeless, the wretched inconso- 
lable, the bereaved desperate. It would draw the cartain of midnight (if 
I may speak so) over the hemisphere of man’s lot. Through it no ray of 
light could penetrate to cheer him. When infidelity has thus despoiled 
man of his sweetests enjoyments, and infused a deeper-tinged gall into his 
sorrows it would cut hiin off from all intercourse with God; it would con- 
vert the heavens into a canopy of brass, against which all his importunities & 
complaints would strike & die away in fruitless reverberation, no ear of d> 
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yee mercy being found there to receive them. has o conclude this work 
i horror, when “infidelity has thus stripped inan ol | his hopes, consola- 
tions, and lis best enjovinents; when it has seat Sab the earth into a 
dungeon, in which lie is immured without being visited by a single ray of 
light, it follows hina even to the bed of death.
